against the reconvened convention of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
today voted affirmation on the action 
of the -International officers In accept- 
ing President Wilson's proposal to set- 
tle the coal strike.

According to Acting President Lewis 


and otber international officers the af- 
firmation carries with it an agreement 
to abide, by the decision of the commis- 
sion Mujned by the president to arbitrate 
the differences between miners and op- 
erators. 
The vote was taken after three days' 
debate on a motion presented by Phillip 
Murray, president of the Pennsylvania 
miner*'-organization calling for endorse- 
ment Of the course purusued by the in 
ternational officers. Wide latitude was 
given all delegates to express their 
views. 
Demand 'for a vote was immediately 


made by delegates after Acting Presi 
dent Lewis had made an appeal for ap- 
proval of the International officials' ac 
tion. 


After the vote was taken, Frank Far 
rhigton, president of the Illinois miners 
sought to obtain recognition for the 
first time during the convention. He 
was reminded that he was out of order. 
Opponents of the proposed settlement 
plan called for Farrington a'nd Alexan- 
der fjowat, president of the Kansas 
miners. 
Secretary-Treasurer 
Green, 
who was occupying the chair rapped for 
order. 
He ordered Farringrton to be 


seated. 
"I want to know whether this con- 
vention is being run according to the 
rule oT the majority and according to 
parliamentary rules," Green shouted as 
the opponents kept calling for Farringr- 
ton and Howat. 
Finally 
Green agreed to answer 
questions Farrington then said he want 
ed to-, ask a question but when he start- 
«d-to-make a speech,, ho was ruled out 
of order and retired to the rear of the 
tell.An Informal netting of the .scale com- 
mittee will be held following adjourn-' 
ment, which is expected this afternoon, 
to discuss matters pertaining to presen- 
tation of the miners' demands to the 
president's commission in Washington 
next Monday. John P. White, a mem 
her of the commission, was present 
when, the vote was taken. 


Like his associate. Secretary Treas- 
urer Green, Acting President Lewis ex- 
pressed confidence in the personnel of 
the president's commission and its final 
decision. 
Though Lewis declared the action of 
the convention bound the miners to ac- 
ceptance of the president's proposal and 
the award of the commission, it did not 
mean a final agreement with the oper- 
ators on the wage scale. "This must 
come after the award of the commis- 
sion through collective bargaining," he 
said. Lewis, .said "it was with the great- 
est reluctancy that officials had taken 
«he course they had, but the miners of 
America are. American citizens and we 
could not Jlght our government." 
Lewtt said he was grateful that the 
miners had come through the struggle 
without the loss of a, snigle life. 
Public sentiment was such "he .de- 
clared" that if your officers had been 
taken out and backed abainst a stone 
wall and shot, the public would have 
applauded." 
- The .decision to -order the men back 
to work was not made. Green said,, un- 
til after the President had spoken in 
tfte conference, at 
Washington 
be- 
tween himself and Mr. Lewis with At- 
torney General Palmer and Secretary 
Tumulty. 
It was at this conference the Presi- 
dent's proposal of a 14 per cent ad- 
vance and the appointment of a com- 
mission to consider further increase 
was accepted, subject to the approval 
of the national 
executive board and 
scale committee. 


"We 
have 
the 
guarantee of the 
President of the United States that 
equal justice will be done through the 
commission." said Green. "And I have 
firm faith In this commission." he add- 
ed.Green expressed the hope that the 
commission, would be able to grant 
the miners an Increase in wage* and a 
shorter work day without increasing 
the selling price of coal 
Dr. Garfleld. former federal fuel ad- 
ministrator waa severely criticised by 
Green, 
Garfleld was so displeased with the 
President's proposal Green said, that 
he "got mad and quit." 
"After that I knew we had done the 
thing in accepting the proposal." 
declared. 
Secretary Green told the 2100 dele- 
gates late yesterday that there was 
nothing else they could do but 'accent 
or face disaster and defeat" after the 
federal ffovernment has determined to 
use all forces at its command (o com- 
pel resumption of work In the mines.

There are many cases of babfeg cut-
